Anderson Qrand Jury.
r

A PLAIN RECITAL OF FACTS

Direct Charges Preferred Agiinst

Those Gulity of False
Imprisocnment and
of Barbarity,

The special committee of the Ander-
son County Grand Jury appointed by
Judge Benet to investigate ocertain
oharges against large land owners in
that county made its report last Thurs
day to the court.

The committee gays that in the case

of Magistrate J. J. Gilmer we find that
for some time past he has been in the
habit of issuing warrants and ozusing
arrests and frcquently commilting ao-
oused persons tojail without ever enter-
ing the oase upon his docket. This is
espeoially truo where the cases have
-been compromised after the arrests
were made. We find that from Sept
16, 1899, to Jan. 12, 1901, he made
payment to the county treaturer of a
number of fines and items of costs col-
lected by him, but that during that time
he collected through the sherifi's cffize
alone $34 80, which properly belongs
to the county and failed to pay them
over to the ccunty treasurer as roquired
by law. He also collested $18 80, which
he failed to turn ovor.

We find that Fcb. 19, 1901, after this
investigation was begun, the said J .J.
Gilmer paid to the county (reasurer the
sum of $53.20 to cover these amounts.
While we have not been permitted, for
the lack of timo, to make a full inves
tigation of all the irrezularities of this
office, we aro convinced he has been
guilty of the grossest irregulsritics,
and we would suggest that a completo
investigation of his books and accounts
should be had and that he should be
presented for misappropriation of the
funds so colleated by him.

THE FATE OF WILL HULL

Regrding the srrest of the Negro
Will Hull, whioh you were dirceted by
the court to inveiigate, we find that
A warrapt was is:ucd by Magisirate
Gilmer for the arrest of this Negro
upon an affidavit of A. I Newell,
oharging him for a violation of Jahor
coniraot, and that W. 8 Newell, a
brother of the prosccutor, was depn
tized by the Magistrate to serve said
warrant; that the constable so depu
tized requested the deputy sherifi, J.
A. Dillingham, to go alovg with him
and assist in making the said arrest
and representing that eaid Hull would
probably oreate trouble when arrested
o assistavco of the deputy
she uid be needsd.

The arrest was made on Friday night
and the Negro was brought to Anderson
on the eame night. Thedeputy cherifi
suggested that the prisoner be taken to
jail, but the Negro said that he would
prefer to go on with W, 8. Newell, and
that Mr. Newell informed the deputy
that the magistrate had instructed him
that he should carry the prisoner on
home with him.

Subsequently the magistrate was in-
formed by the proscoutor that the case
had been compromised aad that the
Negro had agreed to stay with him and
work out his contraot. The rest of the
faots were brought out in open court,
We exonerate the deputy sheriff from
all blame in the matter.

The prinecipal work of this commit-
teo has been the investigation of tha
stockades of the county and the abuses
of laborers under tyrannous contracts
that has grown out of the farming out
of conviets and the workiog of free
laborers with them. We have taken
the testimony of more than B0 persons
—that of the landlords, their ovepseers
and guards, together with & largs
number of laborers and a few other
oitizens, In these investigation we
have been treated with every courtesy
and generally wa have found no dispo
sition to obstruct our work upon the
part of those whose farms and stock-
ades we visited.

A most careful inquiry failed to re-
veal that any goneral sbuse of the la-
boring class exists in this county, so
that our work soon narrowed down to
those places where stockades existod
and free laborers were employed. We
visited the farms of J. Belton Watson,
A.T. Newell, P. B, Allen, J. 1 Miller,
Elias MyGee, W. Q Hammond and J
8. Fowler.

THESE EXONERATED,

We were unableto find any ahu-es
atthe farm of J. B. Watson., IHebasa
stookade and works free laborers also,
but we found no evidenece that free la
borers were put in the rtockales and
worked in line with the conviets, or
tubjected to any illcgal restraint or
abuse.

The eame thing was true at the farm
of . B. Allen. Wo found that he had
taken two contracis in which the la
borers agreed to work under guard and
be locked up at night, but his own ev

iderce and that of all the Iaborers so
far as we conld ascertain, was that
these provisions bad pever Lbeen en-

forced.

A.T. Newell worka State conviets
and has a stockade, but he has worked
no free laborers along with the con
vicls secontly, when he has (aken two
contracts of that cort. Oae of these

was the oase of the unfortunate Negro
Will Hull, who was killed by W. S
Newell a fow wooks sgo and whose
easge i8 referred to nbove.

whipping negroes, looking

them up at night, workiog them under

guard and puttiog shackles upon them.
Among these unfortunates were John
Harrison, Will Wright, Warren Sloan
and Liege Jones. We found several of
Mr Miller's contracts left blank as to
the time of service and amount to be
paid, though the contracts were duly
signed and witnessed,

In the onse of Warren Sloan, he
gcamed to have been arrested by J. R
Miller and another man, whose name we
oculd not ascertain, near Contral, in
P ckens oounty. Thore is testimony that
no warrant-was exhibited, if any exi:ted,
but be was handcuffed and tsken to Mil-
ler's atockade and kept there until this
investigation began. Bince our first
visit to this stoohade he was turned
loose and allowed to g0 home. In our
judgement, thesaid J. B  Miller and
J. A. Emerson should be presented by
tho grand jury for the cflanses above
mentioned, and we #o 1ecomme nd.

ELIAS MC@EE S PLAN,

We submit herewith the memsranda
of testimony which we have taken
whioch will show to vhe court and solie-
itor more fully the faots which wo have
reported and will enable them to get
the names of the witnesses to prove
suoh facis, It is proper that wo should
add that much of the abuso hasalresdy
been correoted as a result of this in-
vesiigation and thst some of the par-
ties have been to us with the assurance
that they would immediately correct
thr (eyils existing on their farms to
v aich we have called attention.

Uwing to the widespread influence
and ¢ff ot that follows any publio dis
cussion of the question of farm labor
in this State and the result that many
follow a presentment such as we pro-
pose it is proper that we should in clos.
iog this report enter into s bref dis-
cussion of the influences that hayve
brought about 4he evils rejorted and
make cuggestions as to the remedies
therefor. We have heard rumors that
this investigalion has already oreated
a widespread interest and that the con-
ditions bave been dissussed with some
feeling but we have as far as possible
avoided reading anything published or
eaid in this respeot in order that we
might pursuo our investigations without
any itfluence or bias from any quartcr,
The question of farm labor in this
State is & very dificult one and the
pregent laws regulating the same are
insuffioient.

The negroes whom we fonnd con-
fined in the stockade were composed
largely of a class of shiftless debtors
who are subjset t¢ indiotment for potty
offense, and who could not be success
fully worked under ordinary contracts,
